Classes Would Be 
On Year Basis, 
Dean Says 

The quarter-system for the Uni- 
versity, proposed by President Her- 
man Lee Donovan at a meeting of 
the American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors, would put classes 
on .1 year-round basis. Dean Henry 
H Hill said yesterday. 

Dr. Hill stated that the system, 
already in use at Ohio State, the 
University of Chicago, and other in- 
stitutions, would tend to insure stu- 
dents the credUe to which ttiey aie 
entitled and enable tbcm to Inlsh 
their work. 

Instead of the two 18-week reg- 
ular ssesions and two five-week 
summer .sesisoiis now making up the 
.school year, the quarter-system 
would divide tlie >'ear into lour 
quaiters of appro.ximalely 12 weeks 
each

Students or prole.s.sors de.-iring to 
take off the fall or winter quarter 
would be able to make up the work 
during tile summer quarter, which 
would be identical to the other ses- 
sions.

In regard to a building pro^iam, 
including construction of the pro- 
pcsed field hou.se, Dr Donovan said.

"We shall 
be plea.sed to aid faculty members 
«ithin rea.scnable limits with their 
1 ublication of findings of a .signifi- 
i :in' i li.u-acter." 

OR.ADl ATE SCHOOL IS GOOD 
Explaining the .status or the grad- 
uate school, he said. "At present the 
University is recognized as having 
one of the leading graduate schools 
of the Soitth. Our Institution ranks 
fourth In the number of graduate 
degrees conferred. We are one of 
the eight institutions in the South 
offerii« the Ph. D. degrae. 

"The war will doubtless play havoc 
with our graduate school. Many 
in the school, if they can pass 
the physical examination, will al- 
most certainly be called into serv- 
ice. You may as well expect a saaall 
graduate school until the war la 
ever. But when the war is orcr. 
the Universitv .should bend every 
effort to build a graduate school 
second to none in our region . . . 
I pledge, my full support and co- 
operation to the Graduate school. 

"The war is a detour for the 
University. We will put up with the 
detour the best we can. hoping we 
may s<;on get over it. Bui when vic- 
tory comes, we .shall be prepared 
to move forward at an accelerated 
pace There is no doubt in mv mind 
that there Is a great future ahead 
for the Unnersny of Kentuck".
